A LIVE-LEGGED, APPLE TREE. 


(Philadgaphia Press. | 

On the farm of Mr. H. P. Leaf, two 
wiles west of Pottstown, may be seen two 
apple trees, that ave, we think, without a 
paratlel in tree manipulation. Some years 
ago, when the orchard on the farm was 
set ont, rabbits ‘* girded "’ the young trees 
eating all the bark of about the stems. 


In two cases of choice fruit the father of | 8°"° 


Mr. Leat undertook to save the trees, 
The young shoots which usua!ly spring up 
from below the ** girdle" were allowed to 
grow long enough to reach the sound bars 
above the “girdle ’’ and then inserted 


under the bark, after the manner of inocu- 


lating: tress, and securely tied. ‘They grew 
and nourished the main stem of the tree 
above, ard now, after some years the trees 
rest entirely upon their inserted supports, 
and are vigorous as any in the archard 

Qne cf these trees has five of these 
“legs,” which have now, by growth been 
almost consolidated. The other tree has 
seven, all entirely distinct as yet, but 
growing closer. The old stem, below the 
jinsertion is dead and decayed in the one 
/tree, and in the other it is entirely gone. 
The trees, therefore, look as if resting up- 
ou a five or seven-legged stool, and all the 
nonrishment the trees need now in prime 
bearing order, receive is through these in- 
serted branches.

The range outlook is not as cheerful as 
a few weeks ago. The weather is so dry 
and hot that water is fast disappearing ex- 
cept in the permanent streams, the grass 
un the bottoms of which will soon be 
eaten completely up if cattle are forced to 
crowd them for water. Added to this the 
grasshoppers are reported to be quite 
numerous in many localities, and to be 
laying waste wide stretches of range. 
Among the iuany visitois from the range 
who have been in town this week none 
bring cheerful news. Of course it 
rain at any hour and thus change the 
face of the country and the prospects 
generally, but just now there is liitle 
cause for jollity among stockmen. 

East of this the country seems to have 
been more fortunate in receiying rains, 
for in the extreme eastern part of the 
territory and Dakota the grass is reported 
green and fresh. 

The shipment of beeves may be some- 
what delayed by the unexpected dry spell 
but prehaps not very much delayed as 
beeves fatten more rapidly on short grass 
than on the rank sappy grass that grows 
in wet weather. 
rangemen be able to put up any hay what- 
ever for winter use, and should rain come 
even now little or no hay could be harvest- 
ed from the range. Although we are not 
as happy as we might be, but there is no 
use to be despondent and everybody hopes | 
for the best.—Stockmen’s Journal. 

It will be seen from this that the dry 
weather is affecting Montana as well as
